MtiDKL  SaMT.VKY  Re(}ULATIOX8. 

Orders  and  HeguUitions  that  mag  1h’  adopted  hij  Local 
Boards  of  Health. 

The  followinp;  are  the  orders  aiiil  re^rtilations  of  a  ereneral  nature 
that  are  refoiniiiended  as  proper  to  be  adopted ;  tliey  apply  to  all 
villages  incorporated  under  the  general  acts  for  the  incorporation  of 
villages  of  1847  ainl  1870,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  to 
the  towns  of  the  State  (except  such  of  these  orders  and  regulations 
as  are  recommended  as  apjn-ojrriate  to  cities  and  villages  onhf\ 
and  all  cities  and  villages  in  the  State  (except  the  .>[etropolitan  Dis¬ 
trict)  that  have  8|)ecial  charters,  provided  they  are  not  in  conflict 
with  these  charters. 


Okdkhs  a.M)  UKour.A'noxs  adopted  Inj  the  Board  of  Health  for  the

State  of  New  York. 

Section  1.  Whatever  is  dangerous  to  human  life  or  to  health, 
whatever  building,  erection,  or  part  or  cellar  thereof  is  overcrowded, 
or  not  ])rovided  with  adecpiate  meiins  of  ingress  and  egress,  or  is  not 
sulHciently  8upj)orted,  ventilated,  sewercxl,  drained,  cleaned  or 
lighted, and  whatever  renders  the  air  or  foo<l  and  water  or  drink  un¬ 
wholesome,  are  dechm-d  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  be  illegal ;  and  every 
jKTson  having  aidc‘<l  in  creating  or  conti-ibuting  to  the  same,  or  who 
may  support,  continue  or  retain  any  of  them,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  oi-dinance,  and  also  be  liable  for  the 
expense  of  the  abatement  and  remedy  therefor. 

^  2.  No  privy-vault,  cess-pool  or  reservoir,  into  which  a  privy, 
water-closet,  stable  or  sink  is  drained,  exee])t  it  be  water-tight,  shall 
lie  established  or  permitted  within  fifty  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or 
other  source  of  water  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes.  And 
every  privy-vault  and  cess-|xx)l  shall  he  cleaned,  and  the  contents 
themiT  removed,  at  least  once  before  the  fii-st  of  ^fay  in  each  year. 

§  8.  All  sewers  or  drains  that  ])ass  within  fifty  feet  of  any  source 
of  water  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes  shall  be  water¬ 
tight. 
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§  4.  No  house-offal,  dead  aniiiials  or  refuse  of  any  kind  shall  be 
thrown  upon  the  streets  or  left  exposed  by  any  ])erson  ;  and  no 
butcher,  fish-inonger  or  vendor  of  merchandise  of  any  kind,  shall 
leave  any  refuse  upon  the  streets,  or  uncovered  by  earth,  upon  the 

lots  of  tills* - ;  and  all  putrid  and  decaying  animal 

or  vegetable  matter  must  be  removed  from  all  cellars  and  out-build¬ 
ings  at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  on  or  before  May  first  in  each 
year.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  of  the  jirovisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense,  in  addition  to  the  liability  to  fine  and  imprisonment  as  for 
a  misdemeanor,  as  provided  by  law. 

§  5.  No  tanner,  refiner,  or  manufacturer  of  gas,  starch,  leather, 
chemicals,  fertilizers,  or  of  any  product  whatsoever,  shall  permit  or 
have  any  offensive  substance  or  water,  or  other  liquid,  whether  refuse, 
or  for  use  in  any  trade  or  otherwise,  on  his  ])reniises,  or  throw,  de¬ 
posit  or  allow  to  run,  or  to  be  thrown  into  any  public  waters,  street 
or  public  place,  lake,  pond,  river  or  stream,  any  offensive  or  deleteri¬ 
ous  liquid,  or  any  gas,  far  or  refuse,  or  any  offensive  matter  ;  or  befoul 
or  render  impure  any  natural  stream  of  water,  or  fail  to  use  the  most 
approved,  and  all  reasonable,  means  to  prevent  the  escape  of  smoke, 
gases  and  odors. 

§  6.  No  meat,  fish,  birds,  fowls,  fruit,  vegetables,  milk,  and  nothing 
for  human  food,  not  being  then  healthy,  fresh,  sound,  wholesome, 
fit  and  safe  for  such  use,  nor  any  animal  or  fish  that  died  by  disease 
or  accident,  and  no  carcass  of  any  calf,  ])ig  or  lamb,  which,  at  the 
time  of  its  death,  M'as  less  than  four  weeks  old,  and  no  meat  there¬ 
from  shall  be  l^rought  within  the  limits  of* - or  offered 

or  held  for  sale  as  food  anywhere  in  said  * - .  AVhoever 

shall  violate  any  of  the  ])rovisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense  in  addition 
to  the  liability  to  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  for  a  misdemeanor,  as 
provided  by  law. 

§  7.  Any  householder  in  whose  dwelling  there  shall  occur  a  case  of 
cholera,  yellow-fever,  ty])hus  or  typhoid  fever,  scarlet-fever,  diph¬ 
theria  or  small-pox  sliall  immediately  notify  the  board  of  health  of 
the  same ;  and  until  instructions  are  received  from  the  said  board, 
shall  not  permit  any  clothing  or  other  property  that  may  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  to  be  removed  from  the  house.  Kor  shall  any 
occupant  change  his  residence  elsewhere  without  the  consent  of  the 
said  board  during  the  prevalence  of  any  public  danger  from  said 
disease;  and  all  physicians  and  other  attendants  upon  any  person 
sick  with  small-pox,  cholera,  typhus,  typhoid  or  scarlet  fever,  diph¬ 
theria  or  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  shall  forth¬ 
with  report  the  same  to  the  board  of  health.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  jdiysicians  and  attendants  to  avoid  exposure  to  the 
public  of  any  garments  or  clothing  about  their  own  persons  that  may 
have  been  infected  from  exposure  to  any  diseases. 

§  8.  No  person  or  article  liable  to  propagate  a  dangerous  disease 
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shall  he  brought  within  tlie  limits  of  this  city  (or  village)  without  the 
Rj)ecial  }>ermit  and  direction  of  the  board  of  health  thereof ;  and 
whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowled^^e  of  any  person  that  such 
)K.‘r8on  or  article  has  been  brought  within  such  limits  he  shall  imme- 
diatelv  give  notice  thereof  to  the  said  board,  together  with  the  loca¬ 
tion  tliereof.  Xo  })ei’son  shall,  within  the  bnilt-ii|)  ])ortion  of  a  city 
or  village,  without  a  ])ermit  from  the  board  of  health  thereof,  wirry 
or  remove  froju  one  building  to  any  other,  or  from  any  vessel  to  the 
shore,  any  ]>erson  sick  of  any  contagions  disease.  Nor  shall  any 
jKii-son,  by  any  exoosure  of  any  individual  sick  of  any  contagions  dis¬ 
ease,  or  of  the  body  of  such  person,  or  by  any  negligent  act  connected 
therewith,  or  in  respect  of  the  care  or  custody  thereof,  or  by  a  need¬ 
less  exposure  of  himself,  cause  or  contribute  to,  or  jironiote  the 
spreail  of  disease  from  any  such  person,  or  from  any  dead  body. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  order  such  sejiaration  and 
i.solation  or  domestic  (quarantine  of  the  sick  fnmi  other  jiersons  not 
necessary  as  attendants,  and  also  such  s])ecial  care  and  disinfection  as 
shall  be  needed  in  order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  such  disease  to 
others. 

§  9.  There  shall  not  be  a  juiblic  or  church  funeral  of  any  person 
who  has  died  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  yellow  fever  or 
Asiatic  cholera;  and  the  family  of  the  deceased  is  required  to  limit 
the  attendance  to  as  few  as  possible,  and  to  ])revent  the  presence,  so 
tar  as  they  are  able,  of  those  who  have  not  had  the  disease  of  which 
the  deceased  j)ei*son  died;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  lujuseholders 
and  all  persons  concerned,  where  a  death  occurs  from  any  contagious 
or  pestilential  disease,  to  prevent  needless  assicmbling  in  the  aq)art- 
ments  and  house,  where  such  diseases  are,  of  all  pei'sons  liable  to  be¬ 
come  infected  thereby. 

10.  The  keeping  and  slaughtering  of  all  cattle,  sheep  and  swine, 
and  the  jirepanition  and  keeping  of  all  meat  and  fish,  birds  ami 
fowls,  shall  bo  in  that  manner  which  is,  or  is  generally  reputed  or 
known  to  be,  best  adapted  to  secure  and  continue  their  safety  and 
wholesomeness  as  food  ;  and  every  butcher  and  every  }>ei-son  owning, 
leasing,  or  occupyirig  any  qdace,  room  or  building  where  any  cattle, 
sheep  or  swine  have  been  or  are  killed  or  dressecT,  and  every  person 
being  the  owner,  lessee  or  ocenj^ant  of  any  room  or  stable,  where 
any  cattle  may  be  kept  for  market,  public  or  ]>rivate,  shall  cause 
such  j)lace,  room,  building,  stall  and  market,  anc  their  yards  and 
ap])urtenances  to  l)e  thoroughly  cleanstal  and  j)urified,  and  all  offal, 
blcKKl,  fat,  garbage,  refuse,  and  unwholesome  or  offensive  matter  to 
be  therefrom  removed,  at  least  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  use  thereof  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein  referred  to;  and  shall 
also,  at  all  times,  keep  all  wood-work,  save  floors  and  countei*s,  in  any 
huilding,  place  or  jwemises  aforesaid,  thoroughly  j)ainted  or  white- 
wiished. 

§  11.  No  animal  affected  with  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease 
shall  be  brought  or  kept  within  the  limits  of  this  * - 
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exce])t  hy  the  permission  of  the  hourd  of  liealtli  thereof.  No  animal 
Jiaving  the  glanders  or  farcy  shall  be  kept,  used  or  retaiiied  or  be 
permitted  within  the  said  limits. 


The  following  orders  and  regnlations  are  recommended  as  appro¬ 
priate  to  cities  and  villages  (mlg,  that  can  be  adopted  by  the  hoards 
of  healtli  tliereof,  in  addition  to  those  above  provided  : 

Section’  1.  No  person  or  company  shall  erect  or  maintain  within 

the  limits  of  * - any  manufactory  or  ])lace  of  business 

dangerous  to  life  or  detrimental  to  health,  or  where  unwholesome, 
offensive  or  deleterious  odors,  gas,  smoke,  deposit  or  exhalations  are 
generated,  without  the  permit  of  the  hoard  of  health  ;  and  every 
such  establishment  now  existing  shall  he  ke})t  clean  and  wholesome 
in  every  pm’ticular,  so  as  not  to  bo  offensive  or  ])rejudicial  to  life  and 
health. 

§  2.  Evmry  liotol,  lodging-house,  tenement-house,  workshop  or 
other  building  where  several  persons  are  employed,  factory,  school, 
church,  tlieater,  and  every  jnddic  building,  shall  be  open  to  the  in- 
si)ection  of  the  health  officer  and  of  the  offieersof  the  board  of  health. 
Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  in  charge  or  having 
any  care  or  responsibility  of  any  such  building  or  of  any  public 
building  who  shall  liavc  any  knowledge  or  information  of  any  de¬ 
fects  therein,  whereby  any  avoidable  peril  jnay  come  or  happen  to 
any  person  being  propeudy  in  such  buildiug,  or  having  any  knowledge 
or  information  of  any  thing  2)rojudicial  to  life  or  detrimental  to 
health,  or  of  any  nuisance,  or  of  anything  likely  to  become  such,  iu 
or  about  such  building  or  the  })remises  thereof,  shall  ]>romptly  givm 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  board  of  liealth,  and  in  such  notice  as  fullv 
as  possible  describe  the  locality.  The  remedy  in  respect  to  sucli 
building  or  its  premises,  or  the  repairs  ajul  improvements  thereof,  or 
the  abatement  of  any  nuisance  which  the  board  of  health  may  at 
any  time  order  or  direct,  shall  be  at  once  provided  by  the  person  or 
persons  who  shall  own  or  have  in  charge  or  be  responsible  for 
the  premises  described  in  the  order  or  direction  of  the  hoard  of 
health. 

§  8.  No  milk  which  has  been  watered,  ailulterated,  reduced  or 
changed  in  any  resjiect  by  the  addition  of  water  or  other  substance, 
shall  be  brought  into,  lield,  kept  or  offered  for  sale  at  any  place  in 

the  city  (or  village)  of  * - ;  nor  shall  anyone  keep,  have 

or  offer  for  sale  in  the  said  city  (or  village)  any  such  milk.
